Barly 
made repeated attempts to flank 
Castar and Powell, in all of which 
he failed. Some magnificent char- 
ges were made by the Union cav- 
alry. The rebels showed but-little 
spirit during the engagement. 
After gaining the desired informay 
tion as to Early’s strength and 
position, the Union force com- 
menced to retite. Some, feeble 
attempts to follow were made, 
but without any success to. the 
enemy.
